unit body.

effect the audio reproduction operation. 



Claim 23 (New): The head attachment audio unit as set forth in claim 
wherein the audio reproduction operation comprises functions to start reproducing 

audio information, stop reproducing audio information, implement reversing, and impD^ment 

fast forwarding. 
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
